Believed to be of Greater Antiquity 
Than Tomb of King Tut 

King Tut-ankh-amen and all his 

glory probably will have to take a 


somewhat less exalted seat. at the 
table of noble antiques should new dis- 
coveries by Egyptologists prove as 
valuable as expected, 

The resting place of/anoTher mon- 
arch, named Senerefu, older by far 
than King Tut, is believed to have 
been found by archaeologists with the 
Harvard University expedition to the 
Giza Pyramids. in Egypt. Senerefu 
is of the fourth Egyptian dynasty. He 
lived between 5,000 and 6,000 years 
ago, and his reign preceded those of 
Tut-ankh-amen and Cheops. ; 
- Discovery of the tomb followed the 
sinking of a 150-foot shaft, under the 
leadership of Allen Rowe, of the ex- 
pedition. .The tomb is most fragile 
and extreme caution must be exercis- 
ed in handling it. The task~of open- 
ing it and preserving its contents will 
be a long and difficult undertaking.

| Western Lambs Por 
Eastern Feeding 


A Profitable Opening May Develop As 
a Result of Trial Being Made 

There is. possibility that an exeel- 
lent market will develop in Bastern 
Canada, more particularly in the prov- 
ine of Ontario,’ for western lambs for 
finishing purposes, A trial is being 
made this year in tho feeding of sev- 
eral car loads of western rango lambs 
by tho Swift Canadian Company at 
Toronto, Mr. A. A. MacMillan, chief 
of the sheep and swine division of the 
livestock branch at Oitawa, after ex- 
amining the lambs belnge fed, found a 
humber of them lacking in desirable 
mutton conformation in being too long 
in leg; neck and body. Mr. MeMil- 
lan drew attention to these observa- 
tions when addressing the Saskatche- 
wan Sheep: Breeders’. Association at 
their Yonual meeting this year, and 
advised that a profitable opening is to 
develop for western lambs provided 
they are of the proper mutton type, 
The market ts. becoming more anid 
more discriminating in favor of well 
finished lambs weighing not over one 
hundred pounds. . Not only do the 
shorter legged, thick bodied lambs fin- 
ish into a better selling product, but 
they incline to caster feeding. Mr. 
MacMillan prophesied a hopeful future 
for the western sheep raiser who will 
give. attention to the quailty of the 
stock he is able to turn out,
